RACE HOME WITH STORM. 

Norfolk, Va., July 20.—[(Special.)— 
Nineteen navy airplanes had a race 
with a severe electric storm this after- 
noon after dropping bombs on the for- 
mer German battleship Ostfriesland 
off Cape Charles. All of the navy 
planes heacked home safely except an 
army dirigible or “blimp” and an 
army F-5-L machine, which were still 
missing late tonight. It was believed, 
however, that the missing machines 
had reached land safely and would 
wait until tomorrow before attempting 
to fly to Langley field. 

The storm came up a few minutes 
after 3 o'clock. The wind reached a 
velocity of sixty miles an hour, and 
rain fell in torrents. Thunder and 
lightning put wireless apparatus on 
most of the machines out of commis- 
sion.

An 
amendment providing a duty of 10 
per cent ad valorem on all leather not 
specially provided for, including 
harness, met defeat by a vote of 562 
to 92. A companion amendment im- 
posing a similar duty on boots and 
shoes was defeated by a vote of 62 
to 99. 

Representative Chandlery Oklahoma, 
who presented the amendment oe 
last week imposing a duty of aed 
cent ad valorem on hides, and ‘oth 
western Republicans voted against the 
compensatory duties on leather and 


shoes. 
All Were on Free List. \ 


The shoe and tanning interests have 
been willing to leave their products 
on the free list provided hides were 
not made dutiable. Hides, leather, 
and shoes all were on the free list 
in the Fordney bill as reported from 
the committee. 

Representative Kreider, Pennsyl- 
|vania, a shoe manufacturer, told the 
house that the effect of placing a duty 
on hides without compensatory rates 
on manufactures is “to place in the 
hands of the packers the best instru- 
ment they have ever had to drive the 
independent tanners out of business.”

the celery is already with us at reason- 


able prices again. And from now on, 
for several months, it will have a great 
amount of bushy green top which 
ought not to be wasted when we get it 
fresh and in fine condition. It makes

IT PAYS TO STAKE 
TOMATOES. 

During the last few years there has 
been a tendency among tomato grow- 
ers to do away with the staking of 
jate tomatoes. This does not mean, 
however, that staking is not advisable 
in many cases. Many growers find it 
best to stake the early crop and allow 
the vines of the late crop to spread 
over the ground. It is even fonnd ad- 
visable to stake late tomatoes whére 
the vines are crowded. 

‘Where the plants are. not staked and 
trained they should be at least thirty 
inches apart, especially the early ones. 

Jn small gardens where space is valu- 
able the plants are often set closer 
than this, and staking is found advis- 
able to prevent the plants from crowd- 
ing when they become full size.

* Tm most cases the method of stak- 


tance between the plants. Where the 
should be about thirty inches apart. 
, Hoop tre!lises may be used if the 
4 plants are not more than two feet 
apart. Plants eighteen inches apart 
. may be tied to a single stake. 
_ If long stakes are obtainable a sim- 
ple method of training the vines is to. 
drive a five foot stake down by the 
side of each plant. This may be done 
any time after the plants are set in 
the garden. Use a strip of soft cloth 
to tie the plants to the stake to avoid 
cutting the branches and stem. 


In using barre! hoops drive four foot 
stakes around the plants at such a dis- 
#dmce the hoops wll fit snugly. Nail 
the first hoop about fifteen inches 
above ‘the ground and another one 
- about thirty inches above the ground. 
As soon as the plants are tall enough 
tie them to the hoops. 

Three wires strung on stakes driven 
down by the side of each plant make 
good horizontal trellis. Tie the 
plants to the wires jacked on the stake 
fifteen inches apart, beginning with 
the first one about a 
ground.
